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Learning What is Best 


AR has affected the life of every citizen 
of this country to some extent and the 
nurse in training has not escaped. 

What the ultimate effect is likely to be we cannot 
1ttempt to estimate at a moment such as this, 
but one thing we should remember. During the 
last war training conditions were abnormal. 
Our training schools were in part occupied by 
the military. There was a reduction in civilian 
beds. Nurses sometimes spent part of thei 
training in military wards, where they worked 
under sisters or staff nurses from various training 
schools and with varying standards. 

What was the result? Some people drew long 
faces and proclaimed that our nursing standards 
would be ruined, our traditions lost. Nothing of 
the sort happened. Women trained in_ those 
difficult days have become leaders in the nursing 
world—neither their skill, their technique nor 
their sense of devotion to duty have proved one 
whit inferior to those of their predecessors nor of 
those who followed them. 

Have we been unduly afraid? It has been 
for the nurse in training that we have had ou 
fears. She has not had the equipment to carry 
out her nursing work in the manner in which her 
polished school of nursing teaches her to do it. 
We have feared lest, when she should be forming 
habits of good nursing, poor equipment or lack 
of equipment, even perhaps a poor example, may 
lead her to form bad habits which cannot easily 
be eradicated. Need we be afraid? Certainly 
not if we can teach her what is best, and keep 
alive her ideals so that she will always do what 
is best. 


+++ 


The fact that she may meet grave errors in 
nursing technique—the rolling, for example, of a 
leg case causing no little pain, when the patient 
might have lifted himself with help for the putting 
in of a clean sheet with but little discomfort 
does not mean that she need copy them. In 
fact the very seeing of a wrong way is often the 
best method of learning to avoid mistakes. And 
this brings into play our critical faculties, which 
we should never allow to be dulled by routine and 


habit if we wish our work to reach the highest 
levels. 

Of course, it is vital that we shall know th 
most efficient wavs of caring for the sick. Her 
the nurse in training to-day has two advantages 
over her predecessors in the last wat Then 
there were no such things as sister tutors and 
a standard of instruction laid down by the General 
Nursing Council, and few nursing text books 

Then, as now, many eminent teachers wer 
lost to certain of the hospitals and less experienced 
medical men and nurses, and some perhaps r 
called from retirement, took over the work. Her 
where some may have lost, others may have 
gained. In some hospitals nurses have benetited 
from the fact that keen teachers have found them 
selves without medical students or with reduced 
numbers and have found time to give clinical 
teaching to nurses. 


“++ 


With regard to text books, they are a means 
to the acquisition of sound knowledge which has 
yet to be fully explored by the nursing profession 
rhe time has come when every nurse teacher and 
every student nurse should realise that in th 
study of each subject a reliable text book, which 
is the property of the individual nurse, is essential 
We should encourage every nurse to go without 
other things to build up her own professional 
library. But it is not enough to possess books 
They must be wisely used 

We should not learn from them by heart, but 
we should use them to make us think and unde) 
stand. We should work in and with them, and 
criticise them. We should mark the important 
things, write marginal notes about any new 
treatment we have met or heard about, for books 
must always get out of date. We can even 
cross out or query points of which we do not 
approve. You cannot do this sort of thing with 
a book borrowed from a library Borrow library 
books, certainly, to read from and to widen you 
outlook, but have your own book to study from 
For to study only from your own notes of lectures 
attended is a narrow way of learning and un 
worthy of a professional training.

Emergency Services Ready 

THE Emergency Hospital Services, so long standing 
in readiness, have at last begun to come into use 
First the men from Dunkirk, British and French, 
began to fill some of the empty beds in our wards 
Now heavy bombing raids have started in this 
country although the damage has so far been slight 
Che Services are rising to the occasion in a very satis- 
factory manner. Many of the new Government huts 
have been in use. They are light and airy, and a 
great improvement on the huts of 1914-1918, although 
no nurse can really like the emergency bedsteads 
Other emergency hospitals improvised in buildings 
have also stood the test. We visited one established 
in a blind school recently. Improvised theatres 
with five tables had been at work from 11-30 p.m, to 
6-30 a.m. and again at 9-30 a.m. until 4 a.m. next 
morning, after the arrival of convoys. Nothing had 
run short and all cases were dealt with satisfactorily 
Now our other services are coming into use and 
showing how well prepared the country is tocope with 
emergencies which may come to it. These prepara- 
tions will help to foster everywhere courage which 


is as infectious as cowardice 


C.N.R. News 


THE Minister of Health has asked hospitals and 
local emergency organisations to speed up the training 
of recruits to the Civil Nursing Reserve. At present 
the rate of training is not keeping pace with the rate 
of recruitment. By March 31, for instance, 32,895 
nursing auxiliaries had completed their training, an 
increase of only 7,656 over the December total, 
whereas the number accepted for training had risen 
from 92,225 to 100,088. The Minister suggests that 
those who have finished or nearly finished their first 
aid and home nursing lectures should proceed 
immediately to the period of practical instruction in 
hospital, and that those who have not yet started 
training should be given the concentrated fortnight’s 
course of combined practical and theoretical work 
Registration of recruits to the Reserve in the County 
of London is now being carried out at County Hall, 
Westminster, the Royal College of Nursing, la,

The New Milk Scheme 


[HE Ministry of Food has introduced a national 
milk scheme to ensure that those who need milk 
most will not be affected by the increased price of 
milk due to the rise in the production and distri 


bution costs. Under the scheme every expectant 
and nursing mother, and every child under five 
who has been weaned and is not yet attending 


school, can obtain a pint of milk per day at 2d. a 
pint. Under certain circumstances this can be 
supplied free. The scheme will be worked by milk 
officers attached to the local food office and parents 
or guardians who want to profit by it should apply 
to their local milk officer for the necessary application 
form. The condition of the expectant mother must 
be certified by a doctor, midwife or health visitor 
The scheme will not affect the ‘“ milk in schools ’ 
scheme nor the power of local authorities to supply

An Offer from Canada 


THE subject of the evacuation of children to 
homes overseas for the duration of the war is a 
complicated one, and parents who favour the scheme 
may still feel anxious at the thought of sending 
their children so far away into unknown conditions 
In Australia, New Zealand, and South Africa, as in 
Canada, there is strict Governmental supervision of 
homes where children are taken, and nurses need not 
hesitate to reassure parents on this subject. If they 
decide to accept the generous offer which these 
countries have made, they can be sure that their 
children will not only be hospitably received but well 
cared for during their visit abroad. Some children, 
indeed, will possibly have far better conditions than 
they have at home, and there seems every reason to 
hope that they will benefit greatly from what will 
seem to them all a great adventure.

Rehabilitation of Casualties 

Tue need for adequate and early facilities for 
physio-therapeutic treatment at hospitals in the 
Emergency Hospital Scheme was the subject of a 
deputation to the Minister of Health from the Health 
and Housing Committee of members of the House of 
Commons the other day. Sir George Chrystal, who 
received the deputation on behalf of the Minister, 
said that in the case of orthopaedic and war strain 
injuries it was essential that physio-therapeutic 
treatment should be provided not only in the early 
stages, but in the recovery or convalescent stages 
also. In other types of case civilians would receive 
any necessary further treatment either as out- 
patients at hospitals or from general practitioners. 
The Ministry was in consultation with the War 
Office with regard to the planning of convalescent 
treatment for Service cases. At all general hospitals 
in the Emergency Medical Service, massage and 
electrical treatment at the bedside were available. 
In orthopaedic and war strain cases the Emergency 
Medical Service provided treatment also for the

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Final General, Medicine and Medical Nursing Treatment, 
Question 2.—To what symptoms may a pleural effusion give 
rise and how may the condition be treated ? 

Che symptoms of pleural effusion may be 

1) Dyspnoea and breathlessness, to a degree which 
depends upon the amount of effusion and also the 
displacement of the heart which it causes, accom 
panied by a corresponding cyanosis and increased 
by exertion. The patient is most comfortable propped 
up and lying on the affected side so that the lung on 
the sound side has free play rhe heart may be 

seriously embarrassed, so that the patient must be m 

an upright position to breathe easily 

2) Drv cough with no expectoration; pain, 
svmptom of dry pleurisy, disappears when the 
effusion forms 

3) An increase in the respiratory and pulse rates 
rhe temperature may be slightly raised, but in some 
cases there is no fever. If of tuberculous origin, as Is 
common, there is an evening rise in temperature 

4) General symptoms include loss of appetite, list 
headache, and possibly vomiting and 
constipation, especially if the temperature is raised 

lo treat the condition, the patient is kept in bed, 
with sufficient pillows so that he may breathe com 
fortably. He should be nursed in the open air if 
possible, but draughts and sudden changes of tem 
perature must be avoided. The temperature, pulse 
and respiration are taken and recorded four-hourly 
rhe diet should be nutritious, but easily digested, 
and as liberal as the patient can take. Fluids are 
given freely and constipation is treated by suitable 
aperients 

Specific treatment aims at reducing the effusion 
rhis may be done by encouraging re-absorption 
¢.g., painting the chest wall over the area of effusion 
with iodine 10 per cent The area is first outlined 
with vaseline, two coats of iodine applied, and 

a warm pad is then ,bandaged into position, 

Fluid for pathological investigation is aspirated by 

means of a 20 c.c. syringe with exploring needle 

attached, the proceeding being carried out with 
strictly aseptic precautions. In favourable cases 
absorption may occur without further treatment, 
but should there be no improvement, or should the 
pressure of the fluid cause serious signs, it may be 
removed by means of some form of aspirator. In this 
case, at the same time, air is introduced in place of the 
fluid by means of an artificial pneumothorax appara 
tus. This prevents sudden reduction of pressure in 
the pleural cavity and also lessens the risk of adhesions 
later.

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Bilateral Lobectomy for

HE patient, a woman aged 36 years, had 

suffered from bronchiectasis for six years 

She was operated upon for bronchiectasis of 

the right lower lobe after three weeks’ pre-operative 

treatment, right lower lobectomy being performed 

Seven months later after hospital and convalescent 

treatment, left lower lobectomy was _ successfully 
performed and the patient made an excellent recovery, 

as is shown by the X-ray photographs taken during ) 

the course of treatment and reproduced here. 

History.—The patient complained of cough with 
the production of much foul sputum during the past 
six years. The cough followed some six months 
after an attack of ‘‘ dry pleurisy ’’ for which she was 
kept in bed for six weeks. The condition had been 
progressive with the production of profuse sputum 
of a characteristic nature and there had been 
occasional haemoptysis. 

On admission to the ward the patient appeared in 
good health and well nourished. She was slightly 
cyanosed and had marked halitosis. Temperature 
and pulse rate were normal, but the respiration rate 
was raised to 30 per minute. -There was obvious 
clubbing of the fingers. 





Improvement in Condition 


Treatment.—The patient was treated on a Nelson's 
postural drainage bed. During the first eight weeks 
there was an average production of three ounces of 
sputum daily; this slowly decreased until in the middle 
of the third month she was free from cough and no 
sputum was produced. There was corresponding 
improvement in the general condition and her weight 
at this time had increased by seven pounds. 

Artificial pneumothorax was induced on the right 
side in preparation for operation after three months 
in hospital. 

The anaesthetic given was Avertin, O.1c.c. per 
kilogram of body weight, followed by gas, oxygen 
and chloroform. The lower lobe of the right lung was 
removed and a Malecot’s self-retaining catheter 
(size 30) was left in position. The operation lasted 
55 minutes and the patient stood the shock well. 
When she returned from the theatre her pulse was 
124 beats per minute; respiration rate, 62 per minute; 
the respirations were irregular. 

Within an hour the pulse rate dropped to 110 beats 
per minute and the respirations to 40 per minute. 
Oxygen was given continuously by nasal catheter 
until the patient recovered consciousness, nearly 
three hours later. Then an oxygen tent was erected 
and the patient was nursed in this for nearly 18 days,

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gradually being allowed out of it during the day and 
sleeping in it at night until finally the tent was 
discontinued. 

Feeding.—For the first three days fluids only were 
given; this was followed by a light nourishing diet 
with extra nourishing feeds. At the end of seven 
days the patient was enjoying a full diet. 

Drainage.—The patient was nursed sitting up, 
inclined alternately to the affected side to facilitate 
drainage and to the sound side to help expansion of 
the lung. The position was changed approximately 
four-hourly. The patient was encouraged to cough, 
thus aiding the expulsion of discharge. 

The tube leading from the chest wall was connected 
to an “under water” drainage bottle, and was 
discontinued when the discharge ceased on the 
26th day. It was held in place by safety pin and 
strapping with Elastoplast. The amount of discharge 
was measured daily, and varied from 2 to 10 ounces 
in the 24 hours during the first week. It then fell to 
1 to 2 ounces only per day. 


Details of Dressing 


Dressings.—Dressings were changed daily while 
the tube was connected to the bottle, and then as 
necessary according to discharge. Sterile gauze was 
used and the wound was swabbed with half-strength 
Eusol. A special many-tail bandage with a high 
back reaching to the root of the neck and with shoulder 
straps was used for the dressing until the tube came 
out. Then an Elastoplast corselet was substituted. 
Stitches from the wound were removed on the eighth 
day. When the tube was taken out because discharge 
had ceased, the stab wound was dressed with gauze 
wrung out of 1-80 carbolic lotion as a deodorant. 
The patient was then allowed to get up first on a 
couch and two days later into a wheeled chair. 
She was nursed out of doors as much as possible. 

At the end of 10 weeks after operation the patient 
was ready to leave the hospital for a convalescent home. 
She had increased in weight by one stone, eight 
ounces, had no cough and looked very well. Her 
finger clubbing was obviously less marked. 

The second operation was performed seven months 
later. The patient was more ill and her progress 
slower, possibly because the weather did not permit 
her to be nursed out of doors. However, she made an 
excellent recovery and is now relieved of all symptoms 
and in very good health.

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Acute Dysentery Complicated 


by Diabetes 


HE patient was a European, a man of 44, who 
had suffered from diabetes mellitus for 10 
vears. He was an educated man and under- 
stood something of the nature of his disease which 
he kept under control by means of diet and twice 
daily injections of insulin. Despite this intelligent 
outlook on his disease he had come out to India 
some four and a half months previously against the 
advice of his doctor, who had warned him that the 
constant exposure to infection to which he would 
be subjected was the worst possible risk for a diabetic 
patient The doctor’s gloomy prognostication was, 
unfortunately, fulfilled and the patient was admitted 
to hospital with an acute attack of dysentery 
His condition on admission was fairly good; he 
was neither obese nor unduly emaciated. His tongue 
was clean, the abdomen rather tender on palpation 
and the pulse soft; temperature, 100.4’, pulse, 108, 
respiration, 24. -He gave a history of having had a 
severe bout of diarrhoea all that day with pain and 
tenesmus. He was having frequent liquid, faecal 


stools with mucus present in large amounts. A 
specimen was immediately sent to the pathological 
laboratory for examination. rhe report, returned 


the next morning, stated that red blood cells had 
been found in large numbers on microscopical 
examination, together with a few pus cells, and that 
motile amoebae withing ested red blood cells were 
present. \ diagnosis of amoebic dysentery was 
accordingly made, and the patient was put on intra 
muscular injections of emetine. He was given I gr

statim and thereafter $ gr. daily until 5 grs. had 
been given. 

His diabetic condition had to be constantly borne 
in mind. An examination of the urine showed that 
sugar and acetone were both present; the latter was 
attributed to the fact that he had practically starved 
himself for 24 hours and had taken no carbohydrate 
food. He was put on to “ dysentery diet,’’ consisting 
of barley water ad /ib., jelly, Horlick’s, clear soup, 
Marmite, tea with a dash of milk, and albumen water 

He had been in the habit of taking 28 units of 
insulin daily, in two injections of 14 units each 
rhis was.reduced to 10 units b.d.; and hypoglycaemia 
was guarded against by adding a measured amount ot 
glucose D to his feeds. He was given a dessertspoon 
ful of glucose in a cup of weak tea within half an 
hour of each insulin injection. No attempt was 
made at this stage to determine his renal threshold 
as the danger of his developing hyperglycaemia was 
considered to be remote, whereas the danger of an 
insulin coma had to be continually guarded against 

On March 22, the day after admission, he was 
put on a special mixture as follows :—Sodii bicarb., 
grs. x; sodii citras, grs. x; ext. kurchi liq., 5 ss 
ext. glycyrrh. liq. m.xv; aq. menth. pip. ad. 3 ss 
The dose was 3 ss t.i.d 

Brand’s essence of chicken was added to the diet 
he was ordered at least one bottleful of this daily, 
and, as the weather was now rather warm, he had 
this iced in the form of a jelly. 

The number of stools was increasing, together 
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Four-hourly chart showing treatment and progress during first ten days in hospital 
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with the pain and tenesmus, and in the evening he 
was put on a mixture containing grs. x of bismuth 
oxvecarb., grs. v of sodii bicarb., and m. v of tincture 
of chloroform and tinct. opii. in every half ounce. 
He was to have a tablespoonful of this three times 
a dav, or oftener, according to the diarrhoea 

His general condition now began to deteriorate 
His tongue became furred and dirty, despite frequent 
cleansing; the area around the anus began to look 
red and excoriated. He was carefully washed after 
each evacuation with a weak solution of potassium 
permanganate, and an ointment consisting of equal 
parts of zinc ointment, and castor oil with tinct 
benzoin. co. (q.s.) was applied to the anal region 
His bed linen was kept very clean and fresh and all 
soiled clothes were disinfected in carbolic solution 
before being sent to the dhobi. A Flit spray was used 
to destroy any flies in the bedroom and adjoining 
bathroom, and all excreta were removed in covered 
vessels in order to prevent the spread of amoebae 

On the third dav, March 23, the stools became 
blood-stained and even more frequent than before. 
Later in the day they were almost continual, full of 
mucus and large amounts of bright red blood This 
gave rise to the suspicion that the patient was 
suffering from a mixed type of dysentery, 7.e., both 
the amoebic and bacillary varieties at the same time. 
Another specimen of his stools was accordingly sent 
for examination 


A Poor Night 


rhe patient had a very poor night. He had 
previously been ordered Dover's powders, grs. v, 
pro re nata, for restlessness, and these had suited him 
very well. (As a sedative the Dover’s powder was 
considered especially suitable, having ipecacuanha 
as an ingredient, from which the alkaloid emetine is 
obtained ; the latter is specific against the amoebic 
type of dysentery.) But he was no longer able to 
obtain more than short snatches of sleep, owing to 
the insistent calls to stool. The pain and tenesmus 
led to a reflex being set up which affected the bladder 
sphincter and he found great difficulty in passing 
urine. A sedative enema consisting of three ounces 
of starch mucilage and 30 minims of tincture of 
opium was ordered and given at 3 a.m. with con- 
siderable relief to the patient, and he later passed 
15 ounces of urine. 

The next day, March 24, the laboratory report 
was returned and confirmed the presence of bacilli 
in large quantities, together with epithelial cells 
suggestive of bacillarv dysentery). The effectiveness 
of the daily doses of emetine which the patient had 
been having was proved by the fact that amoebae 
had completely disappeared from the stools; neither 
cysts nor ova were found 

The patient was now gravely ill and rapidly 
approaching the typhoid state. The same evening 
he had symptoms of hypoglycaemia—faintness, 
cold sweats, a feeling of apprehension and a sense of 
constriction around his waistline. The Civil Surgeon 
was informed and he was given a dessertspoonful of 
glucose in warm water by mouth, preceded by 15 
units of insulin. The symptoms gradually disappear- 
ed. The amount of sugar in the urine was found to 
be 2} per cent. Acetone was still present. The 
stools were still very frequent and, in addition to 
blood and mucus, sloughs were appearing. 

The patient passed a slightly better night. He 
had no further hypoglycaemic symptoms and he 
had several periods of sleep, one capsule of Sodium 
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\mytal having been ordered for sleeplessness In 


the morning he was given a rectal wash-out con 
sisting of a pint of water with two drams of bicarbonate 


of soda with one dram of salt dissolved in it This 
was followed by a retention enema of 10 ounces of 
potassium permanganate, 1-2,000 solution His 
insulin dosage was increased to 15 units t.i.d. Valen 
tine’s extract was added to the diet and also evsofgoal

Serum Injections Started 


the culture report from the laboratory confirmed

rhe next day, March 25, the patient was markedly) 
better, his response to serum treatment being almost 
miraculous. He was given a further 60 c.c. of anti 
dysenteric serum by intravenous injection This 
was followed by a rigor of moderate severity, so 
an injection of 1-1,000 solution of adrenaline chloride 
0.5 c.c., was ordered as a preventive of serum sick 
ness. A bowel wash-out was given, as on the previous 
day, and the special mixtures were discontinued. He 
began a course of Mist. Dysenterica, a stock mixture 
for dysentery, made up as follows Sodii sulph 
5 ii: sodii bicarb., gr. xv; sodii cit., gr. xxx; tinct 
gentian co., M. xxx; glycerine, m. xv; aqua menth 
pip. ad 5 i. 3 i. was given as ordered 





Starting at 6.30 a.m. he was given an ounce ol 
this mixture every one and a half hours until four 
doses daily had been given The effect of this 


mixture is to wash out the bowel and dilute toxins 

Ihe stools were already showing a1 
rhe amount of blood and mucus was appreciably 
diminished and they were becoming more bile 
stained [here were only a few very small sloughs 
present. The amount of sugar in the urine had fallen 
to 1 per cent.

The next day the solution for the rectal wash-out 
was changed to 1 in 4,000 acriflavine [welve ounces 
of this was run in under gravity Large flakes of 
mucus were present in the returned wash, but no 
blood nor sloughs \s the patient was still very 
restless at night and the capsules of Sodium Amytal 
were proving less effective, he was ordered a hypo 
dermic injection of morphine sulphate, gr. 1/6, with 
atropine sulphate, gr.

is usually available in a hospital ward. One nurse 
supports the top of the splint, one the middle and one 
the foot piece, while the fourth changes the drawsheet 
After turning the patient into the prone position, 
the skin is treated and the patient is made comfortable 
in this position. After four hours she is turned into 


her original position, that is, lying on her back. 


The Reversible Bed 


The Hey Groves reversible bed is very useful in 
nursing a patient with a fractured spine. It is 
an expensive piece of apparatus, but it has many 
advantages. The patient wears no appliance ; this 
adds to her comfort and reduces the risk of pressure 
sores. At the same time, she can be safely turned 
and the skin treated without difficulty by two or 
even by one nurse. 

The patient is turned from the prone into the 
dorsal position as follows First the skin is treated 
in the usual way and then the sheet which is to be 
the under sheet is placed over her. This will be in 
two sections if the nursing window in the mattress 
is to be used \ second mattress is then placed in 
position over the patient’s back, the frame is closed 
over it and the whole bed frame turned gently into 
the reverse position. The mattress which she had 
previously been lying on is now removed, the pro 
minences washed and massaged and the bed made up 


A Plaster Bed 


A plaster bed provides a third means of immobili- 
sing the spine and is frequently used in the treatment 
of tuberculosis of the spine, fractured spine, spondy- 
litis, or paraplegia. The bed is made to fit the 
patient exactly; it is lined with gamgee tissue and 
mounted on wooden stands high enough for a bed 
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pan to be placed underneath. Since the bed fits the 
patient so perfectly pressure and friction are nol 
very liable to occur and consequently the skin is 
treated at intervals varying from a day to a month, 
depending upon its condition 

To turn the patient for attention to the skin 
of her back, an anterior shell is placed over her and 
strapped or bandaged to the plaster bed. The 
patient is asked to raise her arms above her head and 
it is now an easy matter toturn her and still maintain 
the immobility of the spine. She is first lifted to 
one side of the bed, pillows being placed in position 
so that her face and toes will not touch the bed 
when she lies on the anterior shell rhe shells are 
now rolled into the reverse position; the plaster 
bed is removed, and treatment to the skin is carried 
out while the patient lies immobile in the anterior 
shell.

XXV.—The 
Clove Hitch 





The clove hitch makes a comfortable 
sling for minor arm cases and is useful to 
secure limbs to the sides of the bed when 
it is mecessary to control movement. 
There are different ways of making it but 
none is so quick and simple as the one we 
show here. Place the two hands little 
finger to little finger, but with the left hand 
turned through a complete circle, and the 
bandage lying across each palm (figure !). 
Turn both hands from right to left (figure 2) 
















Slip the fingers of the left hand through ‘SS 
the loop on the right hand as shown in 
figure 3. The completed clove hitch 
used as a sling is shown in figure 4. 
Remember this will not pull tight and 
obstruct the circulation if it is correctly 
made, with one tail on either side of the 
piece of bandage connecting the two loops. 
Do it a dozen times in succession, once 
you have grasped it and repeat it for several

June 20, and _ the 
Council elected as its 
Chairman, Miss D. S.

health reasons Miss 
D. S. Coode has given both time and energy 
unsparingly to the Royal College of Nursing in the 
past, and Miss Monk expressed the feelings of all 
members when she said how fortunate the College 
was to have her as its Chairman of Council. Miss 
Coode thanked the members for the honour they had 
done her in electing her as their Chairman and said 
that the Royal College of Nursing had a very high 
place in her affections 

Miss D. M. Smith, matron of the Middlesex Hos- 
pital, was elected Vice-Chairman and she also thanked 
the Council members for their support. The Honorary 
lreasurers were unanimously re-elected

Election Results 

Proceedings opened with the announcement of the 
results of the Council election. The successful candi- 
dates were Miss Cox Davies (3,732); Dr. Harold 
Balme (3,313); Miss Milne (3,190); Miss Wilmshurst 
(3,187); Miss Monk (2,956); Miss Taylor (2,889); 
Miss Coode (2,786); Dr. Cellan Jones (2,446). The 
Chairman welcomed the new members and expressed 
the Council’s indebtedness to the retiring members, 
Miss Bremner, Miss Burdett, Miss Clunas, Mrs. 
Jeffery and Miss Wenden, for all that they had done. 

lhe Chairman then announced that there were two 
vacancies to be filled. Miss Riddell had written to 
say that owing to ill-health she regretted that she 
could no longer attend meetings. The election of 
Miss Mary Jones, O.B.E., A.R.R.C., to be President 
of the Council made the second vacancy. The 
Council decided to ask Miss Wenden, Chairman of 
the Private Nurses’ Section, and Miss A. Burgess, 
matron of Crumpsall Hospital, Manchester (a repre- 
sentative of municipal hospitals), to fill the vacancies. 


Amendments to the Charter 

Miss Jones gave an account of the Annual Meetings 
and after some discussion the Council decided to send 
to the Privy Council the amendments in the Royal 
Charter passed at the Annual General Meeting. 
hese amendments add the title “ Royal’”’ to the 
name of the College in the Charter and enable the 
Council, if and when they think fit, to permit all 
College members to use the letters ‘‘M.R.C.N.”’ after 
their names and to elect fellows who would be 
permitted to use the letters “F.R.C.N.”’ after their 
names. In view of the wide difference of opinion 
expressed by members at the Annual Meeting and the 
letters received from the Scottish Board and other

Meeting a Probable Deficit 


Sir Comyns_ Berkeley, Honorary 
announced that, in view of the rise of costs and 
probable fall of income during the vear 1940, the 
Council might have to face a heavy deficit at the end 
of the year. The Secretary and the Financial 
Secretary had drawn up a scheme of economies which 
would save £1,007 this year and £1,329 next year 
These economies affected the staffing and running of 
every department in the College Among them werc 
the following arrangements. Proceedings of Council 
reprinted from the Nursing Times would in futur 
be sent only to members overseas, and the Nuyvsing 
Times would be sent free to new members for four 
weeks instead of 12. Meanwhile several members 
had kindly sent in donations as suggested by a 
member at the Annual General Meeting

Concerning Pensions 

Ihe Secretary reported that the War Emergency 
Committee of the British Hospitals Association, with 
the support of the Federated Superannuation Scheme 
for Nurses and Hospital Officers and the Royal 
College of Nursing, had submitted a memorandum to 
Sir George Chrystal, Secretary to the Ministry o 
Health, regarding the keeping up of superannuation 
contributions of nurses and hospital officers in the 
voluntary hospitals when called up in any branch of 
His Majesty’s Forces. The memorandum urges the 
Government to give an assurance that the voluntary 
hospitals shall receive a grant at the end of the war 
to reimburse them for the payment of the normal 
employers’ 10 per cent. contribution on the ordinary 
salaries of such employees for the duration of 
hostilities. This assurance would enable the hospitals 
to make the payments and prevent the policies from 
lapsing. The Council of the Royal College of Nursing 
would prefer that the Government should assume the 
position of employer of those nurses who leave 
voluntary hospitals for the Services and make 
payments on their behalf as they feel this would 
eliminate many difficulties after the war. 

A Bill called the Superannuation Schemes (Wat 
Service) Bill passed rapidly through all its stages in 
the week following its first reading on May 29. The 
Royal College of Nursing immediately took action to 
see whether, under this Bill, nurses might obtain 
assistance to prevent lapsing of their pension rights 
The Secretary immediately reported on the Bill to 
the Federated Superannuation Scheme and this body 
is exploring the scope of the Bill. 

The Council considered the proposition made by 
the National Association of Local Government 
Officers that all members of the staff employed by 
local authorities should have a war bonus of six pet 
cent. of their salary if this did not exceed £300, with a 
lower rate for those receiving higher salaries and those 
employed on a residential basis. The Council con 
sidered that, while nurses should not be excluded if 
other workers in the employment of local authorities 
received a bonus, the suggestion was contrary to

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national interest and to the Government policy 

They felt that one grade of the community should not 
profit at the expense of the others. This decision was 
based on the fact that the Government were spending 
vast sums of money to prevent the rise of prices from 
starting the vicious circle of alternate rising wages 
and rising prices which occurred in the last war and 
was so unfair to the men in the Services. 

The Public Health Section opposed the principle 
of a war bonus on the ground that there was a great 
danger of the present wage plus the bonus being 
consolidated after the war into the salary scale 
and this figure would be below the scale of salaries 
advocated by the Royal College of Nursing. 


Health in Industry 


The Council received a report of the various steps 
which have been taken concerning the Factory and 
Welfare Advisory Board set up by Mr. Bevin to 
develop to the fullest extent the health and well being 
of industrial workers and those dependent on them 
under war conditions. Since this Board does not 
contain any representative of industrial nursing the 
College approached the Minister to ask for representa 
tion. The Minister did not feel he could accede to 
this request as approximately 120 different bodies 
were concerned in the wide scope of the work i 
the field to be covered. These bodies, including the 
Royal College of Nursing, were asked to meet M1 
Bevin on June 18; he addressed them and, after 
explaining the position, invited them to serve on a 
Central Consultative Committee under the chairman- 
ship of Lady Cynthia Colville. This consultative 
committee will be divided into five sections as 
follows: (1) health, (2) juvenile, (3) recreational, 
(4) professional, (5) general. The Minister invited 
the various organisations to indicate on which otf 
these their interests could best be represented. The 
Council felt that they should ask for representation 
on sections (1) and (4) and also on section (2) if this 
has any connection with day nursery work as distinct 
from juvenile labour. 


Industrial Nurses 


In this connection the Royal College of Nursing 
which has long specialised in training industrial 
nurses, might be afforded another opportunity of 
national service by helping to meet the urgent need 
for industrial nurses in ordnance factories. rhe 
College could assist in recruiting suitable nurses for 
this important branch of national work and establish 
special concentrated educational courses. The 
Council felt that, as the need for such nurses was so 
great, scholarships for courses of instruction and 
Government grants similar to those given to health 
visitors were desirable to enable nurses to obtain the 
special training needed for this branch of nursing 
As nurses in Scotland had expressed their interest i 
industrial nursing the Council agreed to ask the 
Scottish Board to investigate the possibility of 
establishing a course in industrial nursing in Scotland 

The Council also suggested that nurse supervisors 
of industrial gurses -similar to the supervisors of 
health visitors and midwives would enable experienced 
industrial nurses to give guidance to those now 
entering this field of work. The College could also 
undertake the interviewing of candidates for indus- 
trial nursing posts. (Copies of the memorandum 
prepared are available.) 


Branch Resolutions 
The Council decided to refer the Bangor resolution 


amended), which proposes that Wales shall ha 
direct representation on the College Council accordin 
to Bye-Law 22 (b), to the War Emergency Committee 
for consideration and report. They agreed to thi 
Redhill resolution that in future meetings of the 
Branches Standing Committee should be held in t 
sessions—a morning session for the receiving of 
reports, and an afternoon session for discussion. The 
arrangements for holding the next meeting of the 
Branches Standing Committee in Nottingham have 
not proved possible owing to war conditions and the 
meeting in July will probably take place in London 

The Secretary reported that in view of the need for 
centralisation in cases of air raid, the offices for the 
allocation of members of the Civil Nursing Reserve 
in the County of London had been transferred to 
County Hall and that the Joint Council of Midwifery 
on which the College had representation, had been 
dissolved as the investigational and research work 
undertaken by the Council is impossible undet 
present conditions 

The Public Health Section reported that the 
officials of the Royal College of Nursing had mad 
contact with the Board of Education concerning the 
teaching of mothercraft in schools Statistics con 
cerning the effect of such teaching in Leeds on the 
pupils are being collected and the Education Depart 
ment suggested a part-time evening Course in educa 
tional psychology and methods of teaching to prepare 
health visitors to teach this subject in schools, and a 
possible three months’ extension to the health 
visitors’ course to enable this subject to be included 
in the training 


Scholarships 

rhe Council awarded the Cowdray Scholarships 
(value £150 each) to Miss Edith Noel Surridge 
trained at Guy's Hospital, and now a sister at a base 
hospital; Miss L. W. Huntly, trained at the London 
Hospital, and now a holiday sister there. Birmingham 
and Three Counties’ Branch Scholarship (value 4150 
for the sister tutor course at the Roval College ot 
Nursing has been awarded to Miss’ Gertrude 
Harrison, trained at the General Hospital, Birming 
ham, and now home sister and sister tutor at Monk 
wearmouth and Southwick Hospital, Sunderland 
rhe Council expressed its deep appreciation of a legacy 
of £100, less legacy duty, received for the Nurses

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LIPPINCOTT’S QUICK REFERENCE BOOK FOR NURSES. 
—By H. Young, R.N., G. A. Morrison, R.N., and M. Eliot, 
R.N. (fourth edition). (J. B. Lippincott Company, 16, John 
Street, W.C.2; price 9s.) 

[His small encyclopaedia, described by the authors 

as a “ boiled-down reference library for immediate 

use,’’ is conveniently divided into six parts each 
thumb-indexed for ready opening. A great deal of 
information has certainly been collected in a volume 
of convenient size. The section on nursing techniques 
gives some procedures that are probably not so 
commonly used in this country as they are in 

America. Examples of such techniques which the 

English nurse may be glad to find described are tidal 

drainage for the bladder (Munro’s tidal drainage), 

intubation of the small intestine, and Wangensteen’s 
continuous suction apparatus for duodenal drainage. 

The directions for the application of bandages would 

be enhanced by the inclusion of some illustrations 

and this is a criticism that might be made of the 
book as whole. Most of us find pictures a great aid 
in grasping written instructions or descriptions. 

In the materia medica section some of the substances 

mentioned are, as far as I am aware, not used in this 

country, as, for example, helium in cases of respiratory 
obstruction (on acceunt, probably, of expense). 

\s regards the regulations dealing with poisonous 

drugs, the Harrison Law replaces our “ Poisons 

Schedules.” 

Probably one soon learns to use the book quickly 
under the indexed sections, but there seems to be 
something to be said for including a general index 
and numbering the pages. It is sometimes difficult 
to decide which section to refer to. For example, 
will ‘‘ oxygen ”’ be found in the materia medica section 
or in the nursing techniques section under “ inhala- 
tions ?’’ Some of the information also does not seem 
to be quite what one would expect from the preceding 
heading. On the whole, while nurses in this country 
will find much that is interesting and informative 
in this book, it is not likely to become an indispensable 
reference work.

MISS SUSIE SLAGLE’S.—By Augusta Tucker (William Heine- 
mann, Ltd., 99, Great Russell Street, W.C.1; price 8s. 6d.) 

SOME women are “ born mothers,” that is, they seem 

to be blessed with more than the ordinary ration 

of maternal instinct. Not all of them marry— 
fortunately for the community, for those who are 

deprived of children of their own are able to shower a 

wealth of affection on a much wider circle. Such a 

woman was Miss Susie Slagle, the gentle, lovable 

spinster who mothered a constant succession of 
students of the famous Johns Hopkins Hospital, 

Baltimore. Her house was a real home to the young 

men who stayed with her. She did not intrude on 

their privacy, laid down no rigid rules—yet somehow 
her personality pervaded the place, setting a standard 
of behaviour and providing a steadying influence 
upon them during a critical period of their lives. 

Her “ boys ”’ of all ages thought her prim and shy; 

only a few as they grew older realised “‘ what tremen- 

dous wisdom underlay that innocent exterior.’ 

The book, however, is not so much about Miss 
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Susie as about a particular set of students. Past 
students, now famous figures in the hospital, and th« 
hospital itself provide a rich background, and Hizer 
the negro servant, acts as a connecting link between 
generation and generation. Even in early days each 
student gives a hint of his future career—surgeon 
physician, gynaecologist and research worker are 
all shown in embryo; and there is even the futur 
‘ socialite ’’ doctor, who sets great store in knowing 
the “right people.” 

[he author is not a doctor but she spent many 
years among medical students, accompanying them 
where possible at their work. She achieves the 
atmosphere very well and describes in some detail 
such places as the operating theatre and the post 
mortem room. Some of the procedures she describes 
would seem to belong to a later date than the period 
of the book (about 1912-15), and one wonders 
whether it is usual for a medical student and a 
student nurse of 19 to conduct a domiciliary delivery 
without trained supervision. But these seem un 
important details when the book is viewed as a 
whole. It is of greater importance that the author 
has caught that spirit of enthusiasm which is inspired 
by the traditions of a great teaching hospital. The 
book is very readable and it is easy to understand 
its quick popularity. 

Nurses only make a brief appearance, but this is 
quite understandable, for this is a book about medical 
students, and in particular about those who lived at 
‘* Miss Susie Slagle’s.”’

days of the War, the subject of head pests has 

beén treated as if it were a social disgrace, whereas 
all children are liable to pick up Pediculus humanus 
capitis, despite the utmost cleanliness and other 
precautions. Infestation only becomes a disgrace if it 
is not eradicated at once. 


The subject has been considered “ taboo,” with the 
result that distressed mothers and guardians have not 
known what to do when the trouble has arisen. All 
sorts of expedients have been tried, including parafhn 
and petrol, both of which irritate the scalp and are 
dangerous on account of their high inflammability. 
Vinegar is often used, owing to the entirely mistaken 
notion that it will dissolve the cement with which nits 
(eggs) are attached to hairs. Referring to “ the in- 
numerable proprietary articles which have been ad- 
vertised and perhaps sold,”’ Professor Patrick A. Buxton, 
M.A., M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., D.T.M. & H., director of the 
Department of Medical Entomology of the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, says that 
“* many of them would be appropriately dealt with in a 
work on magic.” Jeyes’ Fluid is an exception, however, 
receiving honourable mention in his recent important 
book on the subject, and as long ago as 1925 its utility 
for eradicating this pest was dealt with in “ Economic 
Leaflet No. |" issued by the Natural History Depart- 
ment of the British Museum.

The following extracts are from letters 
written by Mary Cadbury to her mother 
and sisters from Highgate Infirmary, 
describing her first experiences there 
Highgate Infirmary, 
December 7, 1874. 

My probationer, Miss Pescott, has been taken away 
from me to-day. Miss Hill came and apologised for it 
She was very sorry but could not help it and she 
should come back to-morrow. ° We work so happily 
together and it is pleasant to work with a lady 
amongst sick people. Tell Carrie I had such a busy 
day on Saturday, I had not time to finish the scrap 
book rhe clothes came home from the wash and 
that alwavs involves trouble, tho’ the men do air their 
things and my lame boy looks over the shirts and 
sews on the buttons that are come off. Then I got 
Miss Wilson to come over to tea in the afternoon and 
spend an hour with me as she was down and low, her 
girls having taken a fit of grumbling, and she says 
nothing puts her out as much as that. 

Dr. Lydiard saw the wax taper holder I bought with 
Carne hanging up against the wall in the kitchen 
yesterday, which induced him to give me a lecture 
on the undesirability of bringing nick-nacks for the 
ward until it had come under perfect management and 
subjection. I thanked him for this advice but told him 
I did not see that the two were incompatible. 


Undated letter. 
Dr. Donce saw me this morning and he would stick 
to what he said first, that the swelling round my eye 
was slightly erysipelas, tho’ Nurse Gardener, who has 
had vast experience in that complaint and whom I 
believe in far more, says it is not. Really the swelling 
is gone down this morning and there seems nothing 
the matter. It is blessed to feel that we are each 
individually in God’s hands and that He can make 
everything work out together for our good. 


Sunday, December 20, 1874° 

I told Mrs. Wardroper on Friday that I was afraid 
this infirmary work would give me a distaste for the 
whole thing as, tho’ I have been three months, I do 
not like it. I ought hardly to allow myself to think 
so for | fear it will not have a good effect on my 
work or on my men if I at all give way to it. | 
saw Mrs. W. in her drawing room. She would 
make me tell her how I liked the work and so I had 
to tell her the truth, and she was nice and sympa- 
thising. I found them very busy at St. Thomas’s with 
preparations for Christmas. 

I had such a long talk with Dr. Lydiard on Thurs- 
day night; he had been very severe in the morning. 
He says he wants to get his wards perfect, but I tell 
him there is not perfection to be attained in this work 
with such people. ‘‘ Well,’ he says, ‘‘ a measure of 
it then 

We had rather an interesting talk about the sins 
of the fathers descending to the children, third and 
fourth generation. He does not believe that that was 
what God meant and that, if it was so, he supposes 
no family would be clear. He talked over several 
of the patients with me and gave me some nice hints 
about their management. He said the nurse who was 
here before he left off finding fault with, as he found 


she took it as a personal thing, tho’ there were man 
things he did not like. I said I supposed one ought 


not to have feelings but put them aside. “ Yes,’’ h 
said. ‘* it is better He supposed we were all working 
desiring the good of the institution I told him 


sometimes I had been greatly discouraged; and h 
really was nice to me and was decidedly nicer yestet 
dav and to-day, so I shall endeavour not to feel it 
as he says, when he is so severe. 

I have got my new pictures up in my ward but 
there is no enthusiasm for anything, tho’ some were 
a little interested and one or two went heart and soul 
into helping me. I shall have 24 or so cufts from home 
and I am going to get some oranges for the patients 
I wish I could think of some entertainment for them 
for Christmas but it does not seem worth while to go 
to a great deal of trouble for there is little appreciation 
after all and the cold blanket has a very damping 
effect ! 

Thursday night, January 7, finished January 8 
My dearest Mother, 

lhe Twelfth Night tea, which I think I told you we 
expected to have on Wednesday, was put off till next 
week, so I concluded to give my men a tea this week 
as many wards have had them, and it has come olf 
this evening and been quite a success. I provided 
for them coffee, $ lb. cake each, pots of preserve, a 
dozen crackers and some sweetmeats, and the table 
looked quite pretty with plants, etc. The cuffs were 
put in a box in the middle. We began soon after 
four, their tea hour. I had quite a lot of helpers 
Miss Brown, one of the probationers (a lady), who 
came to sing after tea, Miss Hinks, Miss Pescott (my 
probationer who, however, is seldom with me) and 
Miss Wilson, beside Miss Hill and Mr. Ahehurst, the 
clergyman, who came in for a few minutes to begin 
with and had a few cheerful words with them. 

We sang grace, then handed out the eatables; 
when we had set them fully to work we nurses retired 
to my room where we had a similar repast and a lively 
time, seats and everything else, but eatables being 
rather short for five of us. After tea Miss Brown sang 
some songs, and anything they could join in the 
chorus of was nicest because it brought them out 
then we got the men to sing some very droll pieces. 
Then we went in for the sweets and crackers and | 
opened the box containing the cuffs, and told them 
how thou got thy friends to help thee and how the old 
lady over 80 had worked one pair which I was going 
to keep. They seemed mostly in a grateful, happy 
frame of mind, and thanked me both collectively and 
separately; one man proposed a vote of thanks to 
thee: another, an old, white-haired man said: ‘* Let 
us drink Mrs. Cadbury’s health,’”’ ‘‘ and,’’ added 
another, “ that she may live many years and be able 
to make a great many more cuffs." Oh! how l 
long for them to have somebody nice to talk to them, 
for they are dreadfully neglected, the mental part 
of them. This morning they seem none the worse, 
but willing and pleasant. 

Dr. L. is pleased with the progress my rheumatic 
man, Cash, is making. It is very slow, but he hopes 
now we shall get him thro’. He says to me, ‘“ You 
must stick to him.”’ We have dense fog this morning.
